Health Commissioner Charges) 


‘Recent Adulteration With 
Employes’ Connivance. 


ALTERS INSPECTION SYSTEM 


Centres the Responsibility and 
Orders All Milk Products © 
Under Examination. 


That New York has been getting 
adulterated butter for some time ‘was 
revealed yesterday by Health Commis- 
sioner Harris who, simultaneously 
with this announcement, suspended 
three inspectors of the are and Drug 
Bureau. 

Dr. Harris said he bas obtained evi- 
dence that the suspended inspectors 
had connections with dealers who adul- 
terated butter with cocoanut oil. This, 
he said, violated the provisions of the 
Sanitary Code relating to the intro- 
duction of foreign fats into the manu- 
facture of butter. 

The dealers also used a machine, sald

Thompson, head of the 
Milk Inspection force. 

Dr. Harris reported that adultera+ 
tion of butter has been going on since 
he took office rast January’, and 
started the milk investigation, and 
charged that it was with the conni- 
vance of employes of the Health De- 
partment. 

“Apparently these employes felt that, 
the investigation would not get around 
to butter,” he said. ‘It has, and it 
will cover other phases of the adul- 
teration of dairy products. 

.Methods of Adulteration. 


“The adulteration of butter has been 
accomplished in two ways. One 
method has been to increase the con- 
tent of water from the 16 per cent. 
permitted by Federal statute to 37 or 
40 per cént., or more than double the 
legal amount. This has been accom- 
plished by a mixing device used to 
break up the butter granules so that 
they absorb more water. This butter 
has been sold as ‘home-made’ butter 
and often at a higher price than 
standard butter. 

“The other method has consisted of 
adding cocoanut oil and water, so that 
the resulting mixture, sold as butter, 
was loaded with a foreign fat. This 
also required mixing machines.”’’

They demand for their aéquiescence 
fin a compromise between the deposed 
rulers and the German States, which 
is the only solution now left.the rad- 
icals, that the much discussed idea of 
again forming a big coalition Govern- 
ment including. Socialists. be perma- 
nently scrapped and that several seats 
-in the Little Coalition Cabinet be va- 
cated forthwith and given to the Na- 
tionalists. 

Should a deaf ear be turned to their 
@emands, they are prepared to force 
the dissolution ‘of the Reichstag by 
blocking all forms of legislation. 

At an early hour this morning one of 
the leading reactionaries called at the 
offices of Dr. von Berg, chief legal 
counsel to the-Hohenzollern families. 
and asked for authority to make these 
proposals to the Government. 

As prearranged, were the referendum 
to fail, this authority was to have been 


ed. 

The compromisesthe Nationalists are 
now willing te agree to, and assist in 
its being put through the Reichstag 
with all possible speed, is identical 
with the Government’s proposals, 
which were unacceptable to the Social- 
ists before. the referendum. 


May Be Suttled Next Week. 


By this plan. the deposed ruling 
thouses would acquire clear title only 
to such properties as are unquestion- 
ably private, and on which the State 
has not ‘the~ slightest semblance of a 
claim. The ex-rulers would suffer the 
same losses through inflation and the 
fortunes of war .as did -all other 
citizens. 

To this they agree, but at the same 


. time they concede to the Nationalists 


the power which’ would enable them 
to participate in the Government to 
the exclusion of the Socialists. 

Having the-consent of the ex-rulers, 
it is reported in legal circles that a 
bare Reichstag majority will be suf- 
ficient to enact such law, whereaa 
without their consent. a two-thirds 
vote would be necessary. 

Even with the price demanded, it ts 
believed that the Socialists will agree 
to the settlement as a means of getting 
the matter over with. 

The compromise bill will be sub- 
mitted in virtually its previous form 
to a Reichstag committee tomorrow, 
and will _com¢é up ‘in the Reichstag 
for debate on Friday of this week, 
it is believéd, with every chance of 
its becoming mw Jaw-early next week. 

Even without the Socialists, there is 
a fair chance of the bill receiving a 
Reichstag “majority, as the Commu- 
nists are the only other party op- 
* pcsed to the compromise. 


Vote Was 15,685,719. 


Returns, which are now nearly com- 
pleted, show that 15,685,719 votes were 
cast. Of that number 14,441,590 voted 
for expropriation, and 584,723 against 
it. The remainder of the ballots were 
void. : 

According to the last Presidential 
election there are 39,690,559 eligible 
voters in the Reich. 

Today the Communists are saying 
that the fight: has just begun, and that 
an army of nearly 15,000,000 voters is 
a formidable one with which to con- 
tinue the struggle against autocracy 
and capitalism.

If it holds its own the 
country will either slide back to the 
old unworkable system of government, 
rendering the revolution of; May 
all in vain, or there will be a fresh 
military force brought into quick play. 

If on the other hand, changes now 
proposed by Marshal Pilsudski are ac- 
cepted, the Marshal’s supporters confi- 
dently believe that France, Germany, 
Belgium and other’countries will fol- 
low the Polish co promptly and 
that there wiljbe a reformation of .po- 
litical usages nat will permit Europe 
to rise above its financial and eco- 
nomic troubles. 

Enthusiasts who hold this. bright 
view see in it a revival of mediaeval 
days, when Poland, as a kingdom, led 
Europe in establishing effective demo- 
cratic laws and thereby caused op- 
pressed nations to flock to its stand- 
ard and create an empire which’ once 
—— from the Baltic to the Black 

ea. 

This, in a political way, coipcides 
precisely with the military aims at- 
tributed to Marshal Pilsudski, based 
upon a fear of Soviet Russia. Thus 
with a reformed peqne healthy political 
and economic situat he ~believes.. 
that -Ukrania can be y to into a 
strong alliance which will give an 
outlet for the exercise ‘of Poland's 
hard and fast anti-Soviet ._ilitary 
alliance with Rumania and put a 
quietus permanently on the “Red” 
menace from Bessarabia northward.

Associates Say Lecturer Intends to 
Become a Congregational 
‘Minister.

The Teachers’ Union, through Henry 
R. Linville, its President, sent to the 
Board of Education yesterday a letter 
protesting against the introduction of 
military training at the New Utrecht 

“High School, Brooklyn, in September

The union holds that establishing a 
course in military training in a high 
school and giving it the full credit of 
@ prepared subject as a substitute for 

» other required work will have the ef- 
fect of making such a course co pul- 
sory ‘‘and as such be contrary to the 
ideal non-militaristic character’ of sec- 
‘ondary education in this country.” 

Mr.’ Linville quotes an order to all 
_Prefects of boys’ classes in which Dr. 
“Harry A. Potter, the Principal of the 
school, announces the new Reserve 
Officers Training Corps course by per- 

mission of Dr. William J, O’Shea, 

- Superintendent of Schools. 

Boys who enter the course of their 
own volition will have two periods of 
physical training and two periods of 
“drill each week, and Dr. Potter em- 
Phasizes the fact that such terms of 

- training will be carried out ‘‘during 
school periods and not after school.” 
The boy who elects to enter the 
Training Corps muat then follow the 
course to the end of the term. It is 
charged by the union that. already 
pressured is beginning to be exerted 
upon the boys. 

“The ‘charge has been made by 
teachers in a position to know,” Mr. 
Linville wrote, ‘‘that the following is 
the substance of a notice which was 
issued by Sidney. Brummer, head of

Near the high grill, which stemmed 
the multitudes, the crowd was at its 
densest. From the fence 200 yards back 
to the foundations of the Field Mu- 
seum not a person could move. Steel 
structures ing electric lines were 
dotted with human forms like swarms 
of bees. Not only small boys but men 
and women accomplished feats of

Women Have an Advantage. 


‘Women standing within forty feet of 
the fence that. fringed the rim of the 
stadium had an advantage over their 
male .companions. Using mirrors. in 
vanity cases, they improvised peri- 
scopes. Hundreds of women could be 
seen. with the mirrors, some only an 
inch in diameter, some in the lids of 
handbags, considerably larger, held up 
oddly over the heads of the crowd. 

The women turned their backs to the 
stadium and, peering into the mirrors, 
were able to distinguish patches of 
purple and red beyond the heads of the 
multitude, and they knew that they 
were witnessing after all the row of 
Cardinais upon their thrones and the 
rows of lesser prelates. 

One woman, clutching a baby less 
than 2 years old in one arm, held her 
vanity case aloft with her free hand.

Policemen on duty at 5 A, M, reported

The early pilgrims came from par- 
ishes in near-by cities, towns and vil- 
lages..

The first test is about to start and 
golfers throughout this.country at any 
rate are awaiting with interest. the 
outcome.

Qn his own account Balduc fought in 
flashy rallies in: which he lashed out 
with ndhouse swings with the right 
and left for the jaw which were invari⸗ 
ably wild and erratic. Baldue tried to 
match his strength with the speed and 
tireless —— of McGraw ahd lost, 

McGraw started peppering his rival 
at the first bell and didn't cease fire 
for an instant through the opening 
round. He blinded Balduc with left 
jabs and hooks and shot over severa: 
right crosses. 

In the second session McGraw’ con- 
tinued on the attack and shifted his 
fire to the body, but was erratit and 
twice was cautioned for fouls. 

Balduc opened with fiery rushes in 
the third and fourth rounds and in 
spirited slugging bees landed solidly 
with lefts and rights to McGraw’s 
head, but Balduc could not hpld the 
pace for these spectacular exchanges 
and in each round was the first to 
fall into a clinch. 

McGraw won the rounds because he 
kept after his. rival, never giving 
Balduc.a breathing spell.

The indicated Treasury surplus for 
the fiscal year of about $300,000,000 
causés resentment in certain Congres- 
sional minds. Why did Secretary 
MELLON so largely underestimate the 
receipts? Was it a trick on his part 
to prevent them from making larger 
appropriations?. The mere idea of pru- 
dence in Treasury forecasts, erring on 
the safe side if at @ll, does not appeal 
to the great spenders in Congress. It. 
they had known how large the sur- 
plus would be, they would have striven 
harder to squander it. Their motto, 
tacit or ‘avowed, is always too much 
Iiks that of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions of other days who gleefully an- 
nounced that he would advance upon 
the Treasury crying out, “Gop. help 
the surplus!”

What was meant was chiefly resin and 
turpentine, Senator HEeFLIN of Ala- 
bama came forward grandly as usual 
to appeal. for people who needed 
relief, He said that they“ had no 
agents or spokesmen in Washington 
except disinterested and tender-hearted 
statesmen.

“throw a protecting arm — them 
“and keep away these vultures who

PUBLIC DANCE HALLS. 

Social workers who have been in- 
vestigating conditions in public dance 
halls. are asking more laws to regu- 
late such places.. They say that since 
prohibition, has. automatically nulli- 
fied the liquor-selling section of the 
statute, ‘there:is nothing left on which 
to base prosecution- of iniquitous re- 
sorts except. the clause that makes 
habitual immorality punishable. This 
is hard to prove. Both the police and 
the social workers state that it is use- 
legs. to try to convict on the evidence 
they cari get, © 

If conditions in any of the dance 
halls are indecent; even if the floors 
‘are overcrowded, such violations of 
existing ordinances can and should: be 
punished. In cases where the nums« 
ber of dancers exceeds the quota al- 
lowed by the permit from. the Bureau 
of Buildings, or where small and in- 
conspicuous places are being operated 
with no permit.at all, cooperation be- 
tween the police and the Bureau 
should make it possible to close’ up' 
the hall. Better enforcement; without 
waiting for more laws, should bring 
about better conditions. , 

Unless one cogsiders dancing as an 
inherently. evil and dangerous ‘thing— 
and many of the advocates of drastic 
reform laws seem so to regard it—it 
is ‘possible to seo some good in even 
a public dance hall.” ‘To judge. from 
the great numbers of patrons, it offers 
amusement,-companionship and agree- 
able exercise to many girls and men 
who cannot afford to go to night 
clubs or hotels to dance. Stories are 
told bythe reformers of girls offered 
no other opportunity for social fcon- 
tacts and who crave diversion at the 
end of a-day’s work.. That is-not a 
crime. Even if they “just love’ the 
jazz band,” that’ need riot be taken as 
proof that all dance halls should be 
abolished. The building should. cer- 
tainly. be stanch for modern dancing. 
It should not be overerowded. - Pro- 
tection for those who need it should 
be provided and ordinary. standards of 
decency should be required. But the 
urge.for cleaning up should not be al- 
lowed to overwhelm common sense. 
Efficient and complete enforcement of 
present building;-fire and health regu- 
lations, together with due police over- 
sight, should. be’ sufficient.

REPLACING ELMS WITH 
CONCRETE. 

It is not surprising that people in 
Connecticut protest against. some of 
the plans to widen and straighten the 
State’s roads?’ Few portions, of New 
England have such lo¥ely villages and 
tree-lined streets,as Connecticut. The 
early settlers built simply but well, and 
planted with an eye to their children’s 
children. Today the main streets \and 
village greens of many Connecticut 
towns are lined with magnificent elms, 
preserved from the ravages of disease 
only by care ahd expense. They give 
to these places an air of repose and 
dignity... The old Colonial houses are 
inseparably associated with their elms 
and lilacs. : 

_ Connecticut roads were not laid out 
for motorists. Yet,. owing to the 
charm of the countryside and the 
proximity of New York and Boston, 
they are daily flooded with .automo- 
biles. In these restless days the drivers 
seem less. intent on enjoying the scen- 
ery than on “making” their destina- 
tion. Hence their demand for more 
roads and wider. With this many 
citizens of Connecticut are. in sym- 
pathy. They realize that the growth 
of traffic is inevitable. But what they 
object to is the more or less arbitrary 
manner in which the road engineers 
have sought to carry out the needed 
changes. Senator BINGHAM, in dis- 
cussing the proposal to extend further 
Federal aid to the States for building 
roads, brought out forcibly the offense 
given by changes in the Boston Post 
Road. In one instance the Federal 
engineers removed a slight curve by 
cutting down a row of splendid elms in 
front of an old Colonial inn. In Lyme, 
long famous for its beautiff trees, the 


angle corner, and in order to do so 
wanted to cut through the carefully 
designed grounds of the local fine arts 
museum. Now from Ridgefield, one 
of the loveliest, of New. . England's 
towns, comes the report that in repav-

They want curves 
straightened and obstacles removed 
Apparently they share the views of 
‘a famous walker, the late Mayor 
Gaynor, that “ crooked roads are irk- 
some.” But in déstroying trees and 
mutilating fine old grounds for the 
sake of having a few seconds for 
motorists the authorities are embark- 
ing on a short-sighted policy. * 
charm of Connecticut lies not in’ the 
straightness of its roads but ‘in their 
beaty. Much ‘of this is due to the 
stately trees which give such. an air 
of mature well-being. To injure them 
is to do both practical and esthetic 
damage which can be repaired only in 

a long span_of years.

SEES LARGER CONSUMPTION 


Paul Shoup Says Prospect in Cali-) J 


fornia ts Satisfactory—Produc- 


tion Running Even. 

Wal C. Teagle, President of the 
— Oil Company of New Jersey, 
and’ Paul Shoup, Vice President of 
the Tide Water Associated Oil Com- 
pany, yesterday described fundamen- 
tal conditions in the petroleum indus- 
try as satisfactory. The former, dis- 
cussing the general oil situation while 


on a visit to Tulsa, Okla., had refer- 

ence Ao. conditions throughout the 

couhtry, while Mr. Shoup, whose state- 

ment was made public here, touched 

particularly on the industry in Cali- 
fornia. 


“One of the most hopeful signs,” 
said Mr. Teagle, ‘‘is the fact that in 


all branches more thought is being’ 


given to the fundamental. conditions 
than at any time in recent years. 
While production in Oklahoma and 
Kansas is practically the same as last 
year, the average price of crude oil is 
about 25 cents a barrel higher; in fact 
crude prices are higher than during 
the past five years. This is due more 
to déclines in production in. other 
parts of the country than in the mid- 
continent, and to the constantly in- 
creasing ae —* petroleum 
products, especially gasoline. 
“Considering the recent rapid gains 
in production and imports of crude oil 
and the uncertainties of the new Pan- 
handle field in Texas, the total amount 
of drilling being. done in the United 
States is only slightly more than a year 


ago. * 

“This is significant, considering that 
the average initial production of all 
wells completed this year is only half 
th. : of a year ago. With more than am- 
ple stocks above ground, this smaller 
initial production has made. possible 
a draft on crude oil stocks east of the 
Rockies, with a resultant. advance in 
price. continued draft on all petro- 
leum stocks during the remainder of 
the.year would be of direct benefit to 
the industry.’’ 

“The outlook in California for the oil 
industry is satisfactory,’’ Mr. Shoup 
said. ‘‘Production is running this season 
fairly evenly, but is being maintained 
only -through new developments in 
known fields, either of limited possi- 
bilities or well under control, as against 
flooding the market. No new field has 
been located this year, and none that 
threatens the market is in .prospect. 
Unless some new discoveries are: made 
a gradual decline in production is nat- 
urally anticipated, and under such a 
situation market prices should remain 


q firm.
